Warning  from  Townsend 
Plan 

Many  of  us  remember  the  ex¬ 
citement  created  several  deca¬ 
des  ago  by  the  socailed  “Town¬ 
send  Plan.”  Dr.  Francis  Towm 
send  came  near  to  sweeping  the 
country  with  his  plan  propos¬ 
ing  to  pay  all  old  citizens  a 
living  income,  maybe  $2,500  a 
year.  Conservative  politicians 
were  frightened  stiff.  WouWn’t 
it  wreck  the  government?  Many 
sane  people  now  believe  it  would 
not,  seeing  we  have  put  count- 
’less  billions  into  two  world  wvtJ,

ron's  conclusion  that  “Older 
men  drop  out  of  church  activi¬ 
ty  more  rapidly  than  women. 
Women  have  a  variety  of  church 
organizations  to-  keep  them  oc¬ 
cupied,  and  even  though  they 
may  drop  out  of  leadership 


roles,  they  have  many  meetings 
to  attend  during  the  week. 

Furthermore,  older  women 
often  find  themsrives  in  demand 
for  service  at  church  dinners, 
as  well  as  for  sewing,  quilthig.

But  to  often  the  respect  and  admiration  of  others  is  pur¬ 
chased  with  counterfeit  For  hypocrisy  is  the  bane  of  great¬ 
ness.
